PeCCNTENNIAL MEMOR LAL =—=——— 


In March of 1870, Daniel J. Morrell of Pennsylvania pre- ~ 
sented a bill in the lower House of Congress making pro- , 
vision for an international exhibition to celebrate the 
100th anniversary of the Independence of the United 
States. : 


The bill was several times amended and finally passed 

and adopted on March 3, 1871 as an Act to provide for 
celebrating the 100th Anniversary of American Indepen- 
dence by holding an "International Exhibition of Arts , 
Manufacturers, and Products of the Soil and Mine, in the , 
OIEy of Philadelphia and State of Pennsylvania in the 
year of 1876." 


In order to provide the necessary funds for the exhibi- 
tion, Congress on the Ist of June, 1872, adopted a bill 
creating a "Centennial Board of Finance" which was autho- 
rized to issue stock in shares of ten dollars each, the 
whole amount issued not to exceed ten million dollars. 

It was estimated that apart from subscriptions of the 
various states and cities, it need be necessary to sell 
stock to the amount of three and a half million dollars. 
The holder of each share of stock certificate be entitled 
to a share in the profits of the Exhibition, all the net 
income of the six months display, together with the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of all the available property remaining 
at the close of the exhibition will be divided propor- 
tionately among the holders of the stock. ; 
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The Act of Congress directed the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to cause certificates of the stock of the Exhibi- 5 
tion to be engraved and printed at the Treasury of the 
United States and delivered to the Board of Finance of 
the Exhibition. 


These certificates were duly delivered to subscribers to. 
the stock of the Exhibition, and each was to remain for- 
ever the property of its holder as a memorial of the 
great enterprise and of the liberality with which the 
American people carried it through to success.

The certificate was in all respects a beautiful specimen 
of the highest work of steel engraving- its size 25" by 
20" on the best of bank note paper. The design, pyrami- 
dal America forming the Apex with Fame and Art personi- 
fied sitting at her feet. The busts of Washington and 
Grant on either side, typical of the commencement and 
end of the century. America is represented as welcom- 
ing the representatives of foreign nations who bear sym- 
bols of their national industries and resources.  Inde- 
pendence Hall and the National Capitol are in the back- 
ground. Beneath Independence Hall stands Fulton and 
Fitch, with their steamboat models, and under the Capi- 
tol, are Franklin and Mor se with electric and telegraph 
instruments. On the right, facing the figures of Ameri- 
ca, is Howe offering his sewing machine; also, a ship- 
wright with a model of a clipper ship. The freedman, 
Continental and Federal soldier, and mechanic form a 
group on the left. The center of the base is Trumbull's 
painting of the Signing of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence" on the right of which is exemplified progress - 
the busy manufacturing city in contrast with the neglect- 
ed windmill. To the left of the base is represented 
Civilization, combining the railroad, telegraph, steam- 
ship and reaping machine, in contrast with the Cones- 
toga wagon, mail rider, sailing vessel and laborer with 
Sickle. The certificate design and arrangement was the 
work of two American artists, Mr Ferris and Mr. Darley. 


As a further means of obtaining revenue and at the same 
time providing a permanent appropriate, inexpensive and 
yet handsome memorial of the Céntennial Year, the Board 
of Finance obtained the passage of an Act of Congress 
approved June 16 1874, authorizing the Board to have 
coined at the mint of Philadelphia a series of Memorial 
medals in bronze and gilt and silver. The medals were 
to be sold by the Board of Finance and its agents at 

a fair profit. Persons whose means did not permit 

them to purchase the ten dollar certificate of stock 
were thus enabled by the purchase of one or more of 
these medals to contribute towards the success of the 
exhibition, and at the same time to possess a beautiful 
and enduring memorial of the Centennial year and Exhi- 


bition. 4 


CENTENNIAL - continued 


These Memorial Medals were of two. different sizes and of 
three different metals, to bring them within the taste 
and means of everyone. The larger size medals were 58mm 
in diameter and were offered in gilt for $5.00 and $2.00 
in Bronze. The small size medal measured 38 mm in dia- | 
meter and was priced at $3.00 for silver and $1.00 for 
bronze. These medals were also available in a set of 
four medals in an attractive case for $11.00. 7,000 of 
the small silver medals were produced in the United 
States treasury exhibit in the Exhibition. The design 
of all the medals on the obverse was the same - the Genius 
of American Independence rising from a recumbent position,* 
grasping with her right hand the sword which is to en- 
force her demands, and raising her left hand in appeal- 
ing pride to 13 stars blazing in a firmament. Beneath, 
the date '1776' all within a beaded circle around : 
"These United Colonies are, and of right ought to be 
Free and Independent States". The reverse design on the 
large size medals displays the Genius of America with ° 
the now ornamental sword buckled to her girdle, the 
shield of the stars and stripes leaning at rest, while 
with either hand she extends a welcome and a chaplet to 
the Arts and Sciences assembled on the platform. The 
history of our great nation is depicted in these two 
designs and as a work of art, a memento of the Centen- 
nial, or as a means of contributing to its celebration, 
these memorial medals should be objects of universal 
appreciation. 


The small silver and gilt medals were 38 mm in diameter 
and differed in their reverse design from the large med- 
als, bearing in the center of the reverse the inscription 
"Tn Commemoration of the Hundredth Anniversary of Ameri- > 
can Independence, 1876", surrounded by the words "By 
Authority of the Congress of the United States." 


The Centennial Commission presented an award medal to 
those exhibitors deemed worthy by a panel of Judges. 
About 12,000 of these medals were presented to deserving 
exhibitors. Dies for the medals were engraved by Henry 
Mitchell of Boston and the medals were struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint. It was originally planned that the

NUMISMATIC MAXIMS FOR BEGINNERS:sseees 


The following article was prepared by Howland Wood and 
printed in THE NUMISMATIST in 1909. He stated these 
bits of advice were from an old time collector which 
he had jotted down from time to time and he offered 
them to be instructive to beginners. Though there 
are not many beginners in our Society today, perhaps 
you know one who could use these: 


' Don't lose your head at an auction sale and bid out 
of all reason for a coin just because someone else is 
doing the same thing. It has often happened that the 
dealer has the same coin in stock that could be bought 
for less money. 

Don't set your heart on acquiring any coin right off. 
If you force the market you generally have to pay more 
than it is worth. 

If you are a young man, you can afford to wait; it is 
only the old men who cannot. 

Don't plunge in too quickly at the start and think 
that you must buy every coin offered. 

Don't try to collect everything; you will never catch 
up with your contract. Also, you will not enjoy what 
you have. 

You have got to learn by experience; a few jolts 
and knocks will impress you more than all the advice 
an older collector can give you. 

Don't take any mams word that a coin is unique. There 
are far fewer unique coins than there are said to be. 

Coins rated "Unique in this condition'' should be tak- 
en with a grain of salt. ''Unique in this metal’ be- 
ware of. There are very few coins or medals unique 
in gold; generally two or more were struck, despite 
what the one that knows says. 

Collect, if possible, coins in the best condition; 
you then buy but once, and when you want to sell, you 
have something worth selling. 

A poor coin is an aggravation and an eyesore; and 
as a rate, you can get very little for it when you 
want to sell. 

Always handle a coin by the edge, even though it 
be a poor coin, as it is well to acquire the habit. 


ah. 


Be chary of unnecessary handling fine coins belong- 
ing to someone else. 

A library goes hand in hand with a collection ofscoins. 
It is better to collect a few series and know your sub- 
ject than to attempt to collect everything and think 
you know it all, and really know nothing. 

Listen to what others have to say about coins, as this 
is one of the ways to learn; but use your Own common 
sense as to what to believe. 

If you have studied your subject, and have had good 
opportunities for comparing and gaining knowledge, your 
judgment is as liable to be as good as the next man's. 

There is a subtle instinct that collectors gradually 
acquire, that causes them to know at a glance a good 
coin from a bad coin, and a rare coin from a common one, 
but it is not safe to ride a willing horse too hard. 
However, a coin is not necessarily rare because you 
never happened to see one like it before. 

There is as much pleasure and interest in cheap coins 
as in high-priced ones. 

Never clean a coin by rubbing it or scouring it. Don't 
try to pick the dirt out with a knife; a toothpick or | 
a thorn will do much better. A jeweler may be able to 
clean silverware, but it does not follow he is a good 
man to clean coins. 

Keep rubber away from coins. 

Copper coins dipped in acid are not the same as new 
bright coins. 

lf a person comes to you with coins for sale, always 
find out if he is selling them for himself or for a 
"friend"! - if for a friend, made no offer. 

Oftentimes if you offer a person that knows nothing 
about coins a good price for a coin, you scare him so he 
will not sell. | 
There is a difference between an accumulator and a cols 
lector. 

The best way to discover your ignorance about coins 
is to have some non-collecting friend ask you questions. 

Every collector should have a Pine Tree Shilling - as — 
this is the first questions your guests ask if you have. 

You can always tell a non-collector as they invariably 
ask you three questions - 'What is the value of this or 
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XIMS (CONT. ) 


that coin in our money?' What is your most valuable coin? 
What is your oldest coin? 

Coins kept in the original package or envelopes as they 
come to you from sales or dealers leads others to think 
that you do not care much for your coins after you once 
get them. 

Old attributions and data are all right to keep, but 
a progressive collector should clothe them in a new 
jacket. 

A collection near at hand is worth two in a safe depo- 
sit vault. This can be taken in two ways - from the 
standpoint of your interest and the standpoint of the 
burglar. 

Never cry down another collectors coin; give them at 
least the benefit of the doubt. 

Never talk scandal or say mean things about other col- 
lectors; if you have nothing good to say, SAY NOTHING. 


The last maxim is the most important one to remember, 
and is the one most often transgressed.'"!

The speculation in South Africa's gold Kru- 
gerrands and the world wide touting them as 

a gilt-edge investment brings to mind events 
of the early 1950's. It was common knowledge 
that a group of sharp entrepeneurs were oper- 
ating a string of concealed ‘branch plants' 
stretching from southern Europe into North 
America and the Middle East, engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of millions of replicas 
of sovereings, napoleans, ducats and other 
famous gold coins. These were not cheap imi- 
tations -- they contained just as much gold 
as the originals, and sometimes more. In 
fact, their product was so good that the 
banking houses accepted them as the real 
thing. 


The unofficial minters of these spurious coins 
were simply cashing in on the ancient habit 

of man to hoard hard money. Lots of Europeans 
Arabs, and other people hoard hard money even 
when times are good, and literally millions 

of people hoard hard money when there is a 
threat of war or because paper money is los- 
ing value. 


AFter World War II, European currencies were 
weak and their economy was in trouble. Rus- 
Sia was rattling the war sabre and coin col- 
lecting in the world was expanding so the 
field was ripe for these minters of replicas 
to reap a golden harvest. 


The minters operations were kept under tight 
wraps of secrecy, but you don't keep many 
secrets from the Swiss bankers who estimated 
that the minters were making and channeling 
into the world trade some six million dollars 
worth of spurious coins monthly. 
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If National governments had been producing 
their own official gold coins, there would 
have been little opportunity for this unique 
minting enterprise, but most governments of 
the world had stopped issuing the valuable 
gold coins many years previously, to discour- 
age the hoarding of gold during the decades 

of inflation. The non-issue of official gold 
coins however did not stifle the demand for 
easily carried, easily valued, and easily 
hidden gold coins, which have always command- 
ed a premium over gold bullion. This is 

what decided the Minters to tap the lush world 
market in an organized fashion. Starting with 
two used gold coining presses in Milan Italy, 
they expanded steadily until they were main- 
taining manufacturing and selling installa- 
tions in Tangiers, Damascus, Syria, Beirut, 
Lebanon, Italy, Triest, Yugoslavia, and Swit- 
zerland. 


Of course there were other undercover groups 
around the world engaged in the manufacture 
OL “Golda COlNS ,. pUce none who could compare 
or compete with the "Mint". It not only 
mass-produced its coins, but it maintained 
standards of the highest quality in the pro- 
duct. In fact, the coins were so well made 
that they might have come straight from the 
mint of the original issue. Variety? -- 
English Sovereigns of various rulers; the 
French gold Napoleans and Austrial ducats 

of various eras, and even Quarter-eagles 

of the United States. I personally saw 
rolls of the latter which had been purchased 
in a Swiss bank and smuggled into the United 
States. 
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The delivery of the finished product was of 
course a sticky job for it was illegal to 
bring them into most countries, but the buy- 
ers seemed to always defeat the customs pro- 
hibitions. Although getting the spurious 
coins to market did violate laws, it was 

far from certain that the actual production 
was illegal. In a test case in Switzer- 
land, the court ruled that the minters were 
merely making jewelry. An Italian court came 
to the same conclusion. 


More than 25 years after this flood of "gold 
coins" came into being, it is possible that 

in many coin collections there reposed many 

gold coins that are unofficial. 


Well, as those wise men always said: "Every 
Arab always wants a little gold buried un- 
der his tent". And the propensity to hoard 
is still a habit with most of the people of 
the World, so maybe the speculation in the 
gold Krugerrand is what they are looking 
Cor. 4<

NOTES ON THE REPUBLIC OF IRELAND (EIRE) 


Celtic tribes invaded about the 4th century 
B.C “In 5th century (432 AD) St/ Patrick 
converted the Irish to Christianity... 
Norsemen invaded in the 8th century AD 

They were defeated by Irish King Brian born 
1014 AD; British invasion started in the 
12th century. Middle Kingdom (Meath) 200 AD- 
four or five kings under Elective Overlord. 
Roderic (1166-1175) was the last Native King. 
Pope Adrian (Breakspear), the only English 
man to attain Papal dignity, granted Ire- 
land to King Henry II of England in 1154. 
After the rebellion of 1798 was united 

with England in 1801 - governed by Lord 
Lieutenant. 


In 1920, separate government was establish- 
ed, called Northern Ireland; In United King- 
dom Irish Free State a British Dominion, 
adopted Dec 11, 1922. Northern Ireland 
voted itself out in Dec 1927 - New consti- 
tution established Dec 29 1937, named Eire 
in Irish; sovereign Democratic state. 

In 1938, REpublic of Ireland remained in 

the United Kingdom. 


Eire was torn by revolts and political dif- 
ferences for many centuries; famous for the 
Blarney Stone in old castle in village of 
Blarney. 
First monetary system - 

4 farthings = 1 penny; 12 pence = 
shilling; 20 shillings = 1 Irish pound; 
2 shillings= florin; 5 shilings = Crown’ 
(like British): The decimal system has 
been used since 1971, patterned after Bri- 
tish Irish Pound.

is sacred to Hindus.

"WOMEN ON COINS AMD MEDALS" 
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A TOKEN COINAGE..... 


From Colonial times to the present, token coinage as a 

/medium of exchange has at times been not only a conven- 
ience, but a necessary if unofficial acceptable curren- 
cy in these United States. 


The copper token coinage of the Colonies, the minor de- 
nomination token coinage of individuals and firms issued 
throughout the ensuing years have been well-documented 
and catalogued. Research into the background of those 
issues has provided us with information relative to the 
‘times, events and people involved in the history of our 
country. The privately issued, so-called Territorial 
‘gold coins which were minted and circulated in the 
1800's, are well documented in the present coin cata- 
log listings, but unfortunately little information is 
Provided to appease the curiosity of those interested 
‘in times, events and lives of those responsible for 
this token coinage. Research of events and times of 
these token issues can and does reveal interesting in- 
formation about those who made this contribution to 
American history. One such bit of information brings 
to light the story of the "Mormon Gold coins.!! 


A TOKEN COINAGE..... 


When the Mormons came west to the great Salt Lake Val- 
ley, they brought very little money with them. Trade and 
barter were their main medium of exchange. The return | 
of a Mormon battalion from the Mexican War of 1847 brous| 
some money into circulation and a Capt. James Brown suc~ 
ceeded in obtaining $5,000 in Mexican gold coins as back 

pay due his men, which helped the situation. ; 


The discovery of gold and the flood of migration which 
followed brought into focus the scarcity of an official » 
medium of exchange, a condition threatening the growth 
and expansion of the Mormons. To alleviate this condi- © 
tion, a desire was born among the Mormons to have an ac~» 
ceptable medium of exchange on a par with that of the 
United States government. 


To fulfill this desire, a fund was started and in 1848, 

Wm. T. Fullett made the first deposit in the amount of 

$232 in gold dust. Within four months, close to $8,000 | 
and a little coin had been deposited. But it was not un- 
til Thomas Rhoads contributed several bags of gold dust, 
the largest weighing 60 pounds, that the Mormon council ..| 
agreed that the time had arrived for the gold dust to be 
converted into a coinage as an acceptable medium of ex- 
change. 4 


~ 


Thomas Rhoads, whose benevolent gesture made possible th 
issuing of a gold token coinage, has become a legendary 4 
revered figure in Mormon history. He and his family, 
which included five sons, came to Sutters Fort on the 
Sacramento River from Mlssouri in time to sign up for } 
service in the Mexican War. After termination of the 
war, they returned to Sutters Fort. When gold was dis- 
covered in the channel of the mill race at Sutters Saw- » 
mill, Rhoads and his sons joined others in the quest 

for gold. After accumulating a small fortune, Rhoads 
and his family left for the Great Salt Lake. News of 
the Rhoads fortune leaked out and while they were making 
their way through California mountains, they were attack 
ed by bandits. Had it not been for the intervention of 
some passing travelers, the attack might have been suc~ 
cessful. The combined efforts were enough though, to ;

repel the attack, Arriving at Salt Lake, Thomas 
Rhoads as a Mormon, instead of contributing his tithe 
of ten percent to aid the church, decided to donate 
the entire fortune in order to speed the progress 

of the Mormon people. In return for his generosity, 
a home was built for him. Permission to withdraw 
from the tithing office all the food supplies he 
deemed necessary and a herd of cattle was also in- 
cluded. The 60 pound bag of gold dust was the chief 
topic of conversation for a long time, even after 
its contents had been converted into Mormon coin. 


As the head of the Mormon Council, Brigham Young 
solicited the aid of John Kay and John Taylor in 
planning the Mint, to be established in Salt Lake 
City. John Kay and Taylor were persuaded to work 
on suitable designs for the coins. After some time 
and difficulty, the designs were completed and pre- 
parations made for the minting. John Kay, as mint- 
er, melted the gold and rolled it into sheets. A 
punch press was used to stamp out the planchets, 
and a coining press stamped the gold coins. Kay 
turned out ten dollar pieces, which were paid out 
at a premium of 50 cents on the piece. Whether the 
coins were at a premium because of the novelty value 
or because of overweight is not now known. Twenty 
of the coins were charged out to Brigham Young 

and five to John Kay. A week later, twenty-one 
pieces were coined and charged out at par to Brig- 
ham Young. No more were coined until Sept. 1849, 
because the crucibles were broken in the preliminary 
runs and melting could not be resumed until other 
crucibles be obtained. 


Since the coining could not be continued, the punch 
press was sent to Parowan, where it was used to cut 
sheet iron into nails, which were headed in a vise. 
After new crucibles were obtained, the press was 
returned to Salt Lake City, where it was used in 
connection with the coinage of 1849-1850, and later 
the output of the 1860 coins. Alfred B. Lambson 
forged all the dies and punches; in fact, all that 
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A TOKEN COINAGE... 


pertained to the Mint with the exception of the drop 
hammer which was forged by Martin H. Beck. John Kay 
cut the dies and coined the money, with Wm. Clayton 
and Thomas Bullock being associated with hin as ac- 
countant and weigher. 


The gold coins minted have on the obverse in the center, 
clasped hands with the date 1849 below. Around the 
edge the legend ''G.S.L.C.P.G. (Great Salt Lake City 
Pure Gold) and the denomination. The reverse has an 

- : illustration of a crown 
over an all-seeing eye 
with words HOLINESS TO 
THE LORD around the edge. 
The design on the 1849 
and 1850 coins were the 

. same with the exception 

of the 1850 $5 which had 9 stars around the edge and a 
slightly different crown. The 1860 $5 had an entirely 
new design; on the obverse at the center a reclining 
lion with date below '1860' and HOLINESS TO THE LORD 
around the edge in cipher. Reverse had an eagle with 
a bee hive on its breast; 5 D below and around the 
edge DESERET ASSAY OFFICE PURE GOLD. During the early 
minting there was no attempt to assay or to refine 
the gold because there was no one connected with mint 
capable to determine such facts. The coinage was done 
in good faith because the then prevailing theory of 
relative fineness, basing the worth of all gold upon 
the purity of California Gold. Little did they realize 
that the coins minted from native gold were very low 
in assay due to the fineness of the gold, although 
the coins were of full weight. The mistake was brought 
to light later but not before losses had been sustained 
by many who had purchased the gold on the relative 
fineness theory. 


Be that as it was, a $5 gold coin containing only 
$4.51 of gold would, 

at today's gold price 
certainly be a bargain!

NUMISMATICS, and the New Testament... 


The "widow's mite" is a coin which has fas- 
cinated students of the New Testament. The 
passage which refers to the coin states: 

"And Jesus sat down opposite the treasury, 
and observed how the crowd were putting 
money in large sums. And there came one 
poor widow, and she put in two mites, which 
make a gqguadrans. And he called his disciples 
together, and said to them, "Amen, I say to 
you, this poor widow has put in more than 
all those who have been putting money into 
the treasury. For they all have put in out 
of their abundance; but she, out of her want, 
has put in all that she had - all that she 
had to live on." 


The mite was the name given to small Jewish 
copper coins (leptons) of trifling value. 

Some Biblican researchers hold that the coin 
referred to as the "widow's mite" was struck 
by Pontius Pilate. The mite's obverse de- 
picts a simpulum, a ladle used at Roman sacri- 
fices to pour wine into a cup. 


Probably the most controversial coins of 

the New Testament are the 30 pieces of sil- 
ver paid to Judas for betraying Christ and 
the silver money given to the soldiers by 
the Sanhedrin after the Resurrection of Jesus. 
The coins were either Roman, Grecian or 
Phoenician. Most scholars believe Judas was 
paid in the form of the large 4-drachm piece 
of the Phoenician city of Tyre, known as the 
Tetradrachm of Tyre. The obverse bears the 
head of the Phoenician god Melkarth in the 
hellenized (Greek) form of Herakles, or 
Hercules. Coin experts believe this coin 
was circulated widely in Judea during the 
first century A. D.

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DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE. «++ 


The Signing of the Declaration of Independence, July 
1776, John Trumbull's masterpiece painting, showing 
George Washington, Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin Franklin 
and a dignified group assembled for the acceptance and 
signing of the historical document was pictured on the 
reverse of the National Bank First charter period of 
the undred dollar note. Issued from 1863 to 1935, 
this note, due perhaps to its high denomination, did 
not receive the widespread circulation that the cur- 
rent Two dollar Federal Reserve note, which also fea- 
tures Trumbulls masterpiece on its reverse. 


The lives and history of Washington, Jefferson and 
Franklin, documented and well publicized, have become 
part of our common knowledge of outstanding and famous 
people who contributed so much to our Nation during 
its infancy, in building a strong and free country. 


Unpublicized and all but forgotten as figures in the 
dim past are the members of that Continental Congress 
who accepted and signed that Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, knowing that the penalty of signing would be 
death for treason if captured by the British Crown. 
There were fifty-six men who signed that Declaration. 
Twenty four were lawyers and jurist; eleven were mer- 
chants or traders, nine were farmers or plantation 
owners. All were men of means, well educated, with 
much to lose if they signed, but accepting thr risk 
they did sign. 


Five were captured by the British, convicted of treason, 
tortured and put to death. Twelve had their homes 
ransacked and burned by British soldiers or sympa- 
thizers of the British. Two lost their sons, serving 
in the Continental Army, another had two sons captured 
by the British. Nine of these mem fought and died 
from wounds or hardships of the Revolutionary War. 
Carter Braxton of Virginia, a wealthy planter and 
trader, had his ships destroyed by the British Navy. 
He sold his home and all his property to pay his 

debts and he died in poverty. 
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DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 


Thomas McKean was so hounded by the British that he had - 
to constantly move his family into hiding. He served 

in Congress without pay - all his property was confisca- 
ted and he existed in poverty. The properties of Ellery,- 
Clymer, Hall, Walton, Gwinett, Hayward, Rutledge and 
Middleton were looted by vandals or soldiers of the 
Crown. 


At the battle of Yorktown, Thomas Nelson, a wealthy 

man knowing that British General Cornwallis had taken 
over his palatial hoam, urged General Washington to bom- 
bard the Nelson home. This was done and the Nelson 

home was destroyed. Nelson never recovered any of his « 
previous wealth and died a bankrupt man. Francis Teins 
had his home and properties destroyed, his wife jailed 
and who died in a short time, still incarcerated. “ 
John Hart was driven from his wifes bedside where she 

lay critically ill. Their children, thirteen in number, 
fled for their lives. Harts fields were laid bare and 
his grist mill destroyed. For more than a year, he 
existed in caves and in the forest. After the war, he 
returned home to find his wife was dead and that his 4 
children had all vanished. A few weeks later, John Hart 
died from extreme physical exhauston, and it is said 

from a broken heart. Norries and Livingston suffered 
similar fates. 


Heroes all - these men who contributed to the birth 

of the United States by signing the Declaration of In- 
dependence, and in signing that document, pledges, 
"For the support of this declaration with a firm re- 
liance in the protection of the Divine Providence, 

we mutually pledge to each other our lives, our for- 
tunes and our sacred honor." 


So - the next time you receive a two dollar Federal 
Reserve note, look at its reverse and reflect for a 
moment upon the deeds and sacrifices of these unsung 
heroes who made possible the freedom we enjoy and take 
for granted.

Did you know that our present-day acceptance of -the 
word "gazette" meaning a newspaper, is derived from 
a 17th century coin? This Venetian two-soldi coin 
> was called a gazzetta, receiving its name from the 
Latin Gaza, meaning treasure. Shortly after the 
copper coin, the gazzetta, was introduced, Venice 
began the publication of an official newspaper, deal- 
“ ing with public affairs, which sold for a gazzetta. 
This association of the coin and newspaper soon brought 
about the term Gazzetta being applied to the news pap- 
: er, a term still in use. 


4 For centuries, England and her dominion used 
the pound sterling as her coinage standard, 
but did you know that in AD 800, it was 

Charlemagne who devised the system when 

he decreed the pound of silver the stan- 
dard? This was divided into 240 parts, 

called deniers; 12 deniers made ] soli- 

dus; 20 solidus making the pound. 

With the introduction of this sys- 

tem, Charlemagne had set the stan-

dard of many European countries coinage systems until 
the decimal system was adopted. 


Did you know that in the 12th century, silver was ex- 
tremely scarce in Europe, bringing about the develop- 
ment of a coin called the "bracteate"? This was a ‘al 
very thin silver coin, struck with only one die, against 
a soft surface, giving it a high relief to the design ~— 
making it more distinctive than other coins in use at 
the time. The bracteate was copied by the coiners of 
other European countries and was in use for nearly 

300 years. 

Did you know that today we use the word 'ducat' in re=- | 
ference to a ticket of admission to a sporting or thea- 
trical event, but it was not used this way in 1283 when 
the doge Giovanni Dandole struck the first Venetian 
gold coin. Here in contrast to the silver matapan, 4! 
the doge kneels before St. Mark, on the obverse, while 
the figure of Christ on the reverse is shown standing 
within an oval frame, accompanied by the inscription 
SIT TIBI CHRISTE, DATAS QUEM TU REGIS, ISTE DUCATUS . 
From the final word of this inscription, DUCATUS, the 
term 'ducat' came to be applied to this gold coin and 
to many other similar coins of other nations. 


The word 'sequin' conjures the vision of gaudy and 
flashing trinkets that adorn womens apparrel, but 
sequin was a term given a gold coin of Venice, struck 
about the turn of the 13th century. This gold zecchina 
or sequin was used in Turkey to fulfill the need of a 
gold currency until Mohammad, in 1478, issued the gold ~ 
altun. But in the west, the Turkish gold coin was 
still referred to as the sequin. The custom of Turk= 
ish women to adorn their clothing with gold coins has 
brought to the modern world a different concept of the 
word sequin. 


Did you know that there is no 'penny’ denomination of 
United States coin, but the term penny, derived from 
England's pence is most often used in referring to the 


on 
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cent. Even coin collectors commit this erroneous 
description. We have become so used to the term 
‘penny' that in association with penny candy, penny 
arcade and other such expressions, we cannot think 
of a 'cent arcade’ or 'cent candy’. We will per- 
haps always refer to the small U. S. coin as a penny, 
once again revealing our penchant to use words that 
really mean something else.

COLLECTORS, »'. 


In this age of television, radio and the news media, 
there often appears a segment featuring the collecting 
abilities of an individual, be it physical endurance 
records, or of tangible objects... often presented 

in such a way as to be a new accomplishment of man. 
Man has been on earth collecting since earth has 

been collecting man. 


In the Garden of Eden, Eve started to collect apples 
but she only collected one, for she promptly gave the 
apple to Adam, to start him collecting. Eve and Adam 
were quickly collected and put outside the Garden of 
Eden to collect, among other things, beads of per- 
spiration. Collectors have collected perspiration 

by sweating out their collections ever since. Abel 
collected dust while Cain collected a mark so he 
wouldn't collect dust. David collected stones and 
got a giant; Noah collected animals and a whale col- 
lected Jonah. 


Moses collected stone tablets to collect the Ten Com- 
mandments. Troy collected wooden horses, but first 
one lost them the city. 


Man has collected these and other collections and 
assembled them into books, collected by collectors 
of history and collectors of knowledge. Health and 
knowledge are collected by everyone; a healthy know- 
ledge of collecting a collection is imperative if 
one is to succeed in collecting. 


Collect books that have collected the information and 
facts of your collection. Collect fellow collectors 
who have collected information on collecting, and 
collect their knowledge. Collect your collection 

by these collections, and you will collect a collection 
that will collect for you increased knowledge and 
collect a boost to your pride of collections.

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In a bid for elective office, be it national, state 

or local, the candidate usses oratory, television, 
radio and the news media as tools to spread the proga- 
ganda that he is the most qualified for the office. 


The candidate and his backers use medals and tokens 
to help defray campaign expenses, to idenfity and 
reward his supporters and to excite the interest 
and capture the vote of the opposition. 


The issue of tokens and medals has been a vital fac- 
tor in election campaigns since 1789, when the button 
manufacturers in Massachusetts and Connecticut pro- 
duced brass buttons bearing the initials "G.W." sur- 
rounded by slogans of "Long life the President", or 
"March 4 memorable." Although patriotic rather than 
political, they are now considered as the first cam- 
Ppaign tokens. 


This 'idea' to laud a candidate was readily accepted 
and in the presidential election campaign of 1824, 
between Clay, Crawford, Adams and Jackson, the Jack- 
son backers issued medals and tokens bearing on the 
obverse the profile of Jackson, with slogans "Hero 


By eVects 


of New Orleans" or "The Nations Pride", and on the re- 
verse, a replica of the Congressional medal Jackson re- 
ceived for his military victory at New Orleans in 1815. 
This flood of praise of Jackson, carried by the medals, 
did much to win the election for Jackson. “ 
The power of medals and tokens as a campaign weapon 
attracted so many candidates from 1824 that the firms 
in Boston, New York and Philadelphia were kept busy 
manufacturing the many varieties that were issued. 
Made mostly in brass or white metal, there were also . 
some in gold and silver. Most followed the pattern 
format of the early Jackson pieces, occasionally how- 
ever, in place of the reverse inscription relating to 
the candidates merits, patriotic symbols (a flag, an 
eagle, liberty cap, shield) were used. 

The 1840 Presidential election campaign of Harrison and 
Van Buren had medal and token issues of more than a . 
hundred different types; Harrisons by far leading the 
parade. Many tokens lauding Harrison used the symbols 
of a log cabin and a cider barrel, after an Anit-whig 
newspaper remarked, "Harrison, if given a barrel of 
cider and a pension, would life in a log cabin the rest 
of his life. i 
The Van Buren issues reflected his views of the fiscal 
policy of the Whigs and Federal Government, even his 
hatred of the National Bank. Harrison, perhaps due in 
part to the extensive use of the medal and token, won 
the election to become the oldest man to be inaugurat- 
ed as President of the United States. His death a , 
month later brought into focus the important role of 

the office of Vice President. 


Stressing that importance of the vice president in the 
1844 presidential election campaigns of Polk and Clay, 
medals and tokens were issued bearing the image of 
both the presidential and vice presidential candidates. 
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The flood of medal and token issues continued to expand 
until the 1860 presidential election campaigns of Lin- 
coln, Douglas, Breckinridge and Bell, when the tension 
between the north and south was of great concern to the 
Nation, generating the flood of more medals and tokens 


~ than had ever appeared before. During this campaign 


, 


the ferrotype token made its appearance, composed of 

a brass shell encasing a ferrotype protrait of the Presi- 
dential candidate on the obverse and a ferrotype por- 
trait of the Vice Presidential candidate on the reverse. 
This innovation was well-accepted and was in general 

use with a wide variety of types until 1876 when in its 
place the photogrpah portrait replaced it. 


The 1884 Presidential election campaigns of Cleveland 
and Blain marked the introduction of hard rubber = 
"Vulcanite' = on the token and medal scene, and mecha- 


~ nical items made their debut. Many were operated by 


a string to reveal a portrait of the candidate; or a 
lever on a Republican elephant would function to re- 
veal a portrait of both candidates for office. There 
was even a bug whose tail, when flicked, would open 
wings to reveal the portrait. About this time, cellu- 
loid was adopted as a cheap and colorful material for 
campaign medals and tokens, and was quickly accepted. 


The 1896-1890 campaigns of McKinley and Bryan with the 
bi-metal monetary system question a big issue and of 

great national interest created a variety of satirical 
medal and token issues that even today are known of as 


Bryan money. 


The use of odd and curious campaign tokens increased 
in ensuing campaigns. Symbols depicting or represent- 
ing an object, place or event were popular and com- 
monly used. In the 1912 campaign of "Teddy' Roose- 


_velt for the office of President, a token of a minia- 


ture moose was issued representing the "Progressive 
Party", formed by members of the Republican party who 
were irate over the Party choosing Taft as their can- 
didate over Roosevelt. The "Bull Moose" was chosen 
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as their party emblem. Needless to say, this split of 
the party won for the Democrats the presidential office 
for Woodrow Wilson. 


The derby hat and Alfred Smith were synonymous and the 
derby hat became his campaign symbol token In his cam- . 
paign for the presidency. The sunflower, symbol of 
Kansan Alfred Landon failed him in his bid against 
Franklin D. Roosevelt for the office of President, as 
did the miniature shoe with the hole in the sole, Ad- 

lai Stevensons token symbol when he campaigned. This 
symbol for Stevenson was inspired by a photograph taken . 
of him while waiting to make a speech, showing one of 
his shoes with a hole in the sole. 


Perhaps one of the oddest tokens of any is the ones of 
Eugene Debs, depicting him in prison, by showing prison 
bars behind his portrait. He received more than 900,000. 
votes while in jail. 


Campaign medals and tokens continue to make use of pat- 
terms used in previous campaigns and serve to assist in 
the acquisition of campaign funds, to identify and re- 

ward campaign backers, even to excite the interest and 

capture the vote of the opposition. 


The acquisition, study and formation of a collection 
of "political exonumia' can be an interesting and re- 
warding pastime.

PANAMA---- 


Most coin collectors are familiar with the 1904 2 1/2 
centessimo coin of Panama, known as the Panama Pil]; 
it is one of the world's smallest silver coins. There 
is also another coin of Panama that merits more than a 
passing interest. 


When the United States attempted to negotiate a treaty 
with Colombia for the rights to build a canal across 

the Territory of Panama failed, due im part to the two 
unsuccessful attempts of the French Companies to build 
a canal, and the high death toll of workers, dissidents 
in the Territory of Panama (with the assistance of Jean 
Bunau-Verilla and the intervention of the United States) 
succeeded in obtaining the independence of Panama. 


One of the first acts of the new Nation was to grant the 

- United States all rights necessary to construct a canal 
across the Isthmus. This treaty was negotiated between 
John Hay, U. S. Secretary of State and Jean Bunua-Verilla 
who, because of his aid in the revolution, was made Minis- 
ter of Panama, granting perpetual rights to the Canal 
Zone, and was to become the nasis for Panama's repudic- 
tion of the treaty. 


A new coinage system and unit were needed by the new 
nation and the United States Mint at Philadelphia produc- 
ed a silver dollar size coin, bearing the portrait of 
Balboa, who had crossed the Isthmus of Panama to dis- 
cover the Pacific Ocean. Balboa was chosen as the name 
for the coin, to be divided into 100 cents. This seem- 
ed a natural thing to do - issue a balboa worth a dollar 
and to divide it into 100 cents - but it was pointed out 
that since the natural economy of Panama to that of the 
United States was not on the same level, such a coin 
would bring inflation to Panama and make it more expen- 
Sive to construct the Panama Canal. 


At the same time, it was a ‘must! in the days of Latin 
Monetary Union that a silver dollar Size coin be issued. 
The decision was to issue the dollar size coin, but make 
its value fifty cents. ON the large dollar size coin 
of 1904, 1905, and 1906, the value of fifty cents is 
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stated, making it a silver dollar worth only fifty cents. 


It was not until 1934 when Panama planned a new series 

of coinage that the silver dollar size coin was given 

its proper name, for by then the economy of Panama had 
changed sufficiently to permit its dividing into 100 ‘ 
centessimos. 


Although the Philippine Islands large silver peso was 
only worth fifty cents American, and the Mexican peso 
was a hundred centavos, it was only worth fifty cents 
American in Southwest United States. Neither of these ; 
coins were intended to circulate as fifty cent coins. 


So the Panama Dollar-size silver coin is worthy of no- 
tice by the collector, for it is the only silver dollar 
size coin associated with the United States coinage to 
state: ltscvaluer-250¢ .. o.

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OLYMPIC GAMES ------ 


Revival of the Olympic Games, held every four 
years, began in 1896. Each meeting for the 
games evokes emissions of coins, medals and tok- 
ens to honor, commemorate or to celebrate the 
event; however, there was one meeting of the 
Olympic Games that was celebrated by the issue 
of a coin that was never offically held. 


The origin of the Olympic games is buried in 
the sands of time, but it is agreed that in 

Greece, their purpose was to honor Zeus, the 
God of Gods, 


Officially, they began in 776 B.C. in a sacred 
grove, located below Mount Olympia, in the terri- 
tory of Pisa, not to be confused with the town 

of Pisa in Italy. The men of Pisa were custo- 
dians of the Temple of Zeus, situated there, and 
had charge of the Games. Winners of the contests 
in the games were considered national heroes 

and were rewarded with special honors and suit- 
able prizes. 


Many petty wars were often started because of 
grudges or alleged wrongs suffered by a Curly 
state or another contestant during the course 
of the games. 


The people of Pisa, as custodians of the Temple, 
and the games, prospered from the influx of 
contestants and visitors and the treasury of 
the Temple at the foot of Mt Olympia was filled 
with gold and valuables at all times. Where 
there is wealth, there is envy and the people 
of neighboring Elis had watched the growth of 
wealth in Pisa with envy since ruinous wars 

had brought economic woes to their terrrcory - 
In the year 572 B.C., the Elisians, without 
warning, attached Pisa and gained complete con- 
trol of the Pisa territory, custody of the 
Temple of Zeus, and the operation of the games. 
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OLYMPIC GAMES ------ 


The people of Pisa were scattered in various 
areas of Greece. From that time on, it was 
the dream of the Pisans and their descendants 
to one day return to the ancient site of Pisa 
and to regain control of the Temple and the 
custody of the Olympic Games. 


In the year 364 B.C., freedom loving Arcadians 
decided to help the people of Pisa to regain 
their homes and rights. During the Olympic 
games that year, the combined forces of Arca- 
dians and Pisans seized the Temple of Zeus and 
it's many treasures and once again took control 
of the operation of the Games. The gold found 
in the temple was used to produce a coin to 
celebrate and to commemorate the event. The 
gold coins were diobols, bearing the head of 
Zeus on the obverse and the thunderbolt with 
the name ''Pisa'' on the reverse. 


The joys of the people of Pisa were short- 
lived, however, for in a short time, the Eli- 
sians regained the territory and custody of 
the GAmes. In vengeance, the Elisians order- 
ed the official records of the Olympic games 
held in 364 B.C. to be destroyed. Though the 
Games of 364 B.C. presided over by the Pisans 
were struck from official records, the small 
gold coins remain today as a testimonial to 
that event. 


With the Elisians again in control of the 
Games, they were to continue until 394 A.D., 
when they were discontinued by the Emperor 
of Rome, Theodosius, ending the Grecian tri- 
bute to Zeus that had ehld sway for over a 
thousand years.

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SUN STONE 


Nations the world over have long made use of symbols 
and legends, incorporated in the design of their coin- 
age or currency as an identifiable means to record, 
commemorate or to honor a person, place or event that 
has been prominent in the history of that nation. 


Mexico has made use of the freedom cap with rays, the 
eagle and snake and portraits of its national heroes 
as symbols to express a tribute to those who contri- 
buted so much in the struggles for freedom. 


However, there was an issue of gold coins and paper 
currency that used the "Sun Stone" as a symbol to re- 
mind Mexico of its Aztec heritage. 


The "SUN STONE", commonly called "Calendar Stone" is 
a massive stone carving 4 ft high, 12 ft in diameter, 
and weighing over 20 tons. Discovered in 1790 near 
where the great "Temple of the Sun" had stood (an Az- 
tec tribute to the Sun God) it is also a record of 
achievements by the Aztecs. 


At its center is the face of Olin Tonatuch, the sun 
god of that era. Olin means earthquake, which the

Aztecs believed would be the destruction of an era. He 
is surrounded by the faces of the sun gods of the four 
previous eras - first a jaguar, second by a hurricane, 
third by a volcano, and fourth by a flood, which the 
Aztecs believed had destroyed the four previous eras. 
The first ring around the Gods contains twenty symbols- 
one for each day of the Aztec twenty-day month. These 
twenty symbols were used by the astrologers to tell for- 
tunes, as letters in writing and also as an almanac, \ 
The Aztec year contained 18 of these 20-day months, 

with the five days remaining considered as useless 

and bad days - when the people fasted and did penance. 
Weeks were counted by thirteen days each, and consider- 
ed full cycle every 52 years. Extending from this circle, 
are four markers pointing out the directions, Each of 
these directions controlled thirteen years in the 52- 
year cycle. North was the direction of the underworld, 
and meant hungry years. West was the direction of evil 
and during these years, the world was cloudy and rainy. 
South direction controlled the unpredictable years, } 
either good or bad; the years of the East direction 

were fruitful and abundant. 


The remainder of the Stone contained carvings of sun 
rays, jewels, eagle feathers, and time tables for the 
planets known by the Aztecs. With the stone, they 
could predict eclipses of the sun and the moon. In 
fact, their calculations were far ahead of the Euro- 
peans of that time. 


Originally the Aztecs, who founded the city of Teno- 
chititlan - now Mexico City - were a nomadic Indian 
tribe surrounded by Mayan and Toltec culture. As the 
tribe grew, they formed a superior civil and military 
organization and by conquest of war, obtained domina- 
tion over central Mexico and became an empire, absorb- 
ing and refining the cultures of the Mayans and Toltecs. 
The greatness of the Aztecs is recognized by their con-

struction of great aqueducts, pyramids and cities 

and excellence in astrology. Although their religion 
required a great number of human sacrifices, their 
social organization, based upon a caste system, was 
quite advanced. Although the Aztec empire ended 

with the conquest of Mexico by the Spanish in 1520, 

a record of their achievements is recorded on the 

Sun Stone.

UNITED STATES LARGE CENT 


The United States large cent of copper was the first 
denomination coin to be struck for general circula- 
tion. Struck and issued every year from 1793 through: 
1857, except 1815, when the acute shortage of copper 
(due to the war with England) prevented its coinage. 


No other United States coin was issued during that 
period with comparable regularity. By 1830, millions 
of the large cents had been minted and put into circu 
lation in the United States, with other millions haci 
been purchased from the mint by South American coun- 
tries. 


The coinage of this tremendous amount of coins re- 
quired the use of hundreds of dies, used in striking 
of the coin. Engraved by hand by different die 
cutters, these dies were in pairs - one for obverse 
and the other for reverse of the coin. A worn-out 

or broken die necessitated the pairing of a new die 
with the remaining die in use - this resulted in 
variations in the appearance of the coi, for each die 
cutters output differed womewaht in the engraving of 
the design or symbols thereon. 


In the first eleven years of the minting of the large 
cente, this pairing of dies produced over 300 varia- 
tions in the design or symbols stamped upon it sur- 
face. These variations and the ease of acquiring 

the coins from the millions in circulation caught — 
the interest of many people who were impelled to form 
a collection of large cents...attested to by the 
many 'name' collections that are to the present 
world of coin collectors. 


Previous to 1815, the copper used in the coining of 
the large cents was relatively pure, though obtain- 
ed from many different sources. The impurities and 
traces of other metals in this copper from these

sources varied and contributed to the production of 
coins of unequal ability to withstand oxidation, ac- 
quiring surface coloration, turning green, brown, or 
an ugly black, others unable to withstand wear in 
circulation eroding to the point whereby all identi- 
fication of the coin was lost. 


When “Congress enacted laws to establish a mint and 

to regulate its coinage, the intent was to create a 
system of coinage wherein the intrinsic worth of the 
metal in a coin would equal the stated value appear- 

ing upon its surface - as an exchange medium of the 
United States. Gold and silver were chosen to perform 
this function, due to the intrinsic worth of the metals, 
and their use in the coinage of other nations. Base 
metals, copper, etc., were relegated to coining of tokens 
deemed unworthy to be legal tender. 


For canventence of trade, to divide the silver  half- 
dimes, a small denomination of coin was needed. It 

was decided to coin a cent, containing the necessary 
amount by weight of copper to make its intrinsic worth 
equal to a hundredth part of a dllar. This cent and 
its division of a half cent, had no legal tender status 
and their use as such could be rejected by refusing 

to accept them. Actually, they were tokens, coined gy 
the government for trade convenience. 


Objections to the weight and intrinsic value of the 
cent pursuaded Congress, in 1793, to reduce the weight 
of copper from 264 grains to 208 grains. This reduc- 
tion of weight enabled the mint to make considerable 
profit on its copper coinage, which probably figured 
in the mint making another reduction in the weight in 


1795. 


Although these copper pieces had no legal tender status 
and could have been refused and rejected as money, 

the public accepted them as coin of the United States 
and soon there were millions in circulation, with the 
mint hard put to keep up the supply. Even the weight 
reduction of the copper value did not affect their 


acceptance as coin. This perhaps induced other law- 
makers to create other base metal coinage and to 
eventually abandon the system of legal tender coin- 
age containing equality of precious metal to that 

of its stated value.

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In the advance of civilization, man develop- 
ed the practice of rewarding outstanding ac- 
tions, deeds or services by the gift of title, 
special privileges, a medal or coin. Many 
rewards today take the form of a bonus - 
usually in the form of money -- the Christmas 
bonus for example. 


During the 15th and 16th centuries, this bo- 
nus also took the form of money, and at times 
a bag of coins, when the person in authority 
wanted to reward someone. In some communities 
like Venice in Italy, ordinary money appeared 
to be inappropriate and not beautiful enough 
to express the sentiment of the award. This 
generated the practice of giving a gold medal 
reward, but the Venetians, being a practical 
people, also made certain that these gold 
medals were as good as a medium of value as 
their gold coins. The gift medals were pro- 
duced in the exact specifications as the regu- 
lation gold coinage and in multiple weights 
of the Ducat. In those times, gold was honor 
ed more by its weight than by the name or 
portrait of the personage on a surface. 


AWARD S ~— CONTINUED 


The design of these gift pieces became more 
ornate and fancier in the 18th century and an 
art of making "Gift Money" developed in Venice 
due to its many skilled goldsmiths and the 
amount of trade by the Venetians with the 
Orient brought a large amount of gold to the 
Grty 


The various types of "gift coins" so-called from 
the inscription “numis” - that iSje. fiteceor , 
had in their design portraits of many of the 
ruling Doges, or Dukes, of Venice; or the Lion 
of St. Mark on the obverse - a view of the har- 
bor, a lion, a view of certain parts of the 
city, a Saint, or a scroll with an inscription 
on the reverse. Often these inscriptions are 
in cartouche, and adorned with birds, especi- 
ally those struck during the early 18th cen- 
tury. The bird design signified happiness and 
prosperity. From the Italian work for bird 

the local name for the gift coin was given - 
"Osella" - meaning little bird. It is also be- 
lieved that "Osella'' came into use during the 
Feast of the Redeemer, a national holiday in 
Venice, held in the summer. During the celebra- 
tion, the Doge, or Duke, stands in the Royal 
Barge and tosses these gold pieces to deserv- 
ing citizens. It’is said that the tossing mo- 
tion employed by the ruler causing the piece 

to fly through the air (like a bird in flight) 
entitled them as "bird coins". 


Many of these beautiful pieces are available 
today in excellent condition, for the recipient 
and family highly prized them, and handed them 
down as heirlooms. 


The most common weight employed in their manu- 
facture was that of the 10 Ducat coin. 5 and 
10 Ducat weight pieces were also minted, with 
all pieces bearing the name of the ruling Doge 
and the year date of the gift. The Doge ( or 


A 


Duke) of Venice was the elected head of the 
city's democratic government and not a here- 
ditary Duke, as in other Dukedoms. 


In 1797, the rule of the last Doge of Venice 
ended, bringing to end the 'flight of the 
Venetian Bird Coins....

Many countries have on their coinage in the inscrip- 
tions the letters D.G - Latin for 'Dei Gratia' - often 
found in German , VGG - or Von Graten Gnaden', mean- 
ing the same thing. Most all money since medieval 
times bearing the portrait or name of a royal person, 
has referred to that person as having a royal title, 
"by the Grace of God". This divine right of kings, 
and the eldest in line for succession to the throne; 
the belief that the personage of the ruler was some- 
thing above the ordinary human, was conceived in 

the Holy Roman Empire. 


Charlemagne, Emperor, restored Leo III to the Paplcy 
in 800, and was crowned Emperor by Pope Leo III in 
Rome on Christmas Day. This act enabled Charlemagne 
to claim the title "by Grace of God". Subsequently 
not only Emperors and Kings, but their nobles and 
lords as well derived their titles and status, "by 
the Grace of God". Eventually this went all the way 
down the line to the point where even the sister or 
uncle of the ruler held their title 'By the Grace 

of God". Although there are many small coins in 
existence, not bearing these letters, mostly of small 
denominations where there is not enough room for 
them, rarely were they omitted from the larger coins, 
the silver crowns and coins of gold - especially when 
the rulers portrait was pictured. 


In England in 1849, a florin coin was issued by 
Queen Victoria that did not bear the inscription 
"D.G." or Dei Gratia - public clamor was so great 
in the disapproval of the issue that the issue was 
restricted to that year issue only. 


In the mid years of 1800's, there was great politi- 
cal unrest in ares of central Europe when in 1848 

the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg issued a silver taler 
bearing only his name and the title "Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg" = omitting the "D.G." or "V.G.G." 

The people believed that the Duke was deferring to 
the republican sentiment of that time by omitting 

the symbol, when in reality the omission was actually 
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Dei Gratia 


only the means to streamline an already overcrowded 
design of the die. Subsequent years coinage also 
omitted the divine formula, putting the political 
connotation to rest. Later, Mecklenburg coinage 
did return to the inclusion of the formula. 


Occasionally an incident occures by accident that in- 
curs the arousal of public ire. The Saxonian Taler 
of John George, issued during the middle of the 17th 
century, depicts a ruler on horseback, with the title 
including "God" in the inscription around the horse- 
man. ON some dies, the word "GOD" was placed so that 
it became parallel to the horse's tail. Although 
unintentional, this slight on religion created such 

a furor that the Duke ordered the responsible dies 
destroued and the coins withdrawn from circulation. 


There are MANY interpretations of the portraits, 
legends, and inscriptions on coins and currency; 

and a little research can reveal interesting stories 
about the variour meanings given them, some quite 
funny.

Most coin collectors are familiar with the incidents | 
concerning an addition or deletion of the design or . 
inscriptions on a coin that have aroused great pra 
versy among the American People. The initials of Davi 

Brenner, DVB, placed so prominently on the reverse of 
the cent, aroused such a clamor from the public that 
they were removed before the first years coinage was 
completed. Their return on the coin in 1918 was so ’ 
hidden under the shoulder that few, if any, of the | 


public was aware of their existence. The motto "In 
God We Trust" added to all currency, by the insistence 
of the public; and there are many more incidents to 
recall.

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The richness of the gold and silver strikes in Califor- 
-nia and Nevada brought inflation to the western states 
of the United States. In the period after the Civil 
‘War, minor coins, though supplemented by the coinage 

of Mexico and Spain’ in the form of 'bits', were total- 
ly inadequate for the amount needed in the channels of 
trade in the western states. Half dimes, five and one 
cent pieces were seldom seen in circulation there. 

This lack of minor coins often created problems in tran- 
“sactions involving a five cent differential. A person 
would purchase an article priced at ten cents, or one 
bit, give the seller a twenty-five cent coin as payment 
and receive only a tencent piece or one bit as change, 
instead of fifteen cents correctly due. This, and other 
practices in relation to the 'bit' generated pressure 
‘on the government to alleviate the situation. 


In 1873, the half dime coins mintage at the San Francis- 
co mint was halted, further aggravating the situation. 
This infuriated the silver interest, who wanted more 
silver used in coinage. Agitation for a silver minor 
‘coin resulted, and in 1874, John P. Jones of Nevada, 
presented Congress with a bill to authorize the issue 

of a silver twenty-cent coin. It's purpose - to halt 
the practice of dealing in bits, and to facilitate the 
making of correct change. His bill was passed March 3 


1875. 


To distinguish the twenty-cent coin from the quarter dol- 
lar which it closely resembled, the edge was left plain 
instead of being reeded. The eagle which was like that 
of the Trade Dollar on the reverse had the eagles head 
turned to the right instead of the left. However, these 
differences apparently did little to help the public, 

who often mistakingly accepted the twenty cent coin for 

a quarter dollar. This similarity of the two coins 
brought about its rejection as a coin, or unit in the 
nations medium of exchange.

From the introduction of the twenty-cent coin, dis- 
approval grew so great, and the clamor for its abolish- 
ment increased so much that the government enacted 
legislation repealing the act authorizing its issue. 
Although minted at the Philadelphia, Carson City and 
San Francisco mints, due to its failure to win public 
acceptance, less than one and half million pieces 
were coined. This united States experiment in coin- 
age failed to achieve its purpose, but it did result 
in producing a denomination of coin that has the 
dubious honor of shortness of existence, and the 
lowest mintage of United States coinage in silver.

... these words were sent by King Ferdinand to his ex- 
plorers in South America. Were he alive today, he 
might still be offering this same advice. 


The luster and magic of gold is known virtually all over 
the world. However, gold's romantic appeal is not bas- 
ed purely on its history and mythology. Man has found 
gold to be useful and practical. Gold does not tar- 
nish, resists corrosion and wear, and is one of the 


best conductors of electricity. It is malleable, duc- 
tile, lustrous and ornamental. Gold is easily worked 
and can be alloyed with other metals. In most appli- 


cations, gold is used in small quantities and can be 
conveniently stored and carried. Gold can be spread 
so thin that light will pass through it. One ounce of 
gold can be beaten into a wafer-thin sheet covering a 
hundred square feet, or drawn out to a thread fifty 
miles long. 


Gold's unique properties caused it to be with man on 
his first walk in space when the umbilical cord which 
connected astronaut Edward White to his spacecraft was 
gold-plated to reflect thermal radiation - and on his 
first moon landing, when gold foil was used to protect 
the miniature TV cameras and other instruments on the 
moon buggy from the fierce rays of the sun. 


Gold is virtually indestructible. Ornaments placed in 
Egyptian tombs in 2500BC were still in perfect shape 
when discovered by archeoligists in the early 20th cen- 
tury. In Western nations, gold has dominated monetary 
systems. Even today, when a formal gold standard no 
longer exists, gold is the major real asset held by the 
government treasuries and central banks of the world.

Gold coins have been sought after by the wise investor 
as a store of value and protection against inflation 
and currency devaluation. The United States first 
struck gold coins in 1795, and up to 1933, its record 
for sound money was excellent. It was at this time 
that currency debasement and inflation began to affect 
the country. Since then, a growing number of Americans 
have become interested in acquiring gold coins. As 
this demand continues, an unusual opportunity for pro- 
fitable investment becomes more clearly evident. 


Medallions produced by private mints have been increas- 
ingly in demand in recent years in the United States. 
The demand for gold medallions is substantial now that 
private ownership is legalized. As inflation rages 
worldwide, more and more individuals are turning to the 
precious metals as the classic stores of value.

The issue of the Susan B. Anthony "token dol- 
lar" coin to satisfy the interests of merchants 
and vending machine operators, the United States 
Mint and the governments effort to minimize 

the printing of the paper dollar (due to its 
Short life) brings to mind the fiasco of the 
TRADE DOLLAR. 


In 1870, Louis Garnett, manager of the San 
Francisco Assaying and Refining Works suggest- 
ed the issue of a commercial dollar, to be 
coined for the purpose of competing with the 
Mexican Peso for the trade of China and Japan. 
The people of China were Suspicious of anything 
new, were so accustomed to the old Mexican 

Peso that they rejected the new.Peso because 

of the minor change in the design. They would 
not accept the United States silver dollar, 
forcing the U. S. bankers and merchants to 
import the old Mexican pesos at a premium above 
their bullion value, placing them at a disad- 
vantage in the struggle for the China trade. 


The proposed commercial dollar coin was to 
weigh 420 grains, 3/4 of a grain more than the 
Mexican Peso, and to have on its reverse its 
weight and fineness, in place of the eagle of 
the United States regular dollar issue. 


Senator Knox and Mint Director Linderman accept-— 
ed the idea and in 1872, Linderman, in a mes- 
Sage to Congress ,proposed the Substitution of 
this commercial coin for the fiduciary dollar 
requested in a bill then before the body. In 
his proposal was the advice to seek a market 

in China and Japan for the United States sil- 
ver bullion, by putting it into a form that 
would be accepted in thos countries. To do, 
this, he recommended a new coin, or disc,

which would be slightly more valuable than 
the Mexican peso - not to be legal tender nee! 
payment of debts, but simply a stamped ingot 
with its weight and fineness indicated. 


The Senate adopted Linderman's proposal in 
1873, authorizing the "Trade Doliar >) area 
coining of a gold dollar, a gold three-dollar 
coin. The bill also made provision for the 
discontinuance of the copper two-cent, the 
silver three cent, the silver half-—dime and 
the silver dollar. 


When the first "trade dollars" reached China, 
an assay was taken and the stamp of approval 
given by a proclamation issued assuring the 
Chinese that the coin was above suspicion 
and could be taken in payment of duties and 
be accepted into general circulation. Al- 
though the Chinese merchants liked the coin 
because of its high silver content, they 
could seldom turn it to profit since the coin 
was received at most Chinese ports at their 
assayed value, and not by the tael. 


In the United States, when the "coin" had 
been authorized, it had been given a legal 
tender limit of five dollars, which opened 
the door for speculation. It could be pur- 
chased at the mint for 378 grains of sil- 
ver, plus a small coining charge. By 1876.

ene trade dollar could be purchased at the 
tmint low enough to exchange it in the channels 
sof trade for regular U.S. currency, and to 
ake a profit. Millions of the trade coins 
appeared in ‘Catifornia. In an effort to halt 
this practice and to drive the coin from cir- 
culation, Congress revoked the legal tender 
“status and limited their production to that 
eneeded for export. The following year, 2077 
circulation of the piece East of the Rocky 
Mountains was also in the millions and it 
was decreed that no more deposits of silver 
were to be accepted for the purchase of the 
“trade dollar. 


In 1878, coinage of the trade dollar was sus- 
pended but by this time, enormous quantities 
had been put into circulation over the nation 
and due to the government withdrawing the legal 
“tender value, the coins could not be received 
»as payment of dues to the government, nor 


accepted by banks. 


Congress was petitioned to reinstate the 

legal tender value of the coin, or to authorize 
its redemption. Bills were introduced for 
,this purpose and finally in 1883, Secretary 
Folger advised the redemption, stating that 
‘the "reading of the laws taught the people 
‘that the trade dollar was a coin of their 
government, and for the redemption of which, 
}at an unabated value, their government was 
/ bound." 


"It is plain that a busy people finding this 
coin afloat in the channels of business, 
“styled a coin of the United States, would 
readily believe that it was an authentic 
coin, issued by the government, the same as 
_ the other money issued by that government.

it is best once and for all to call it ths 
and put it out of possible use. This advice 
was unheeded until finally in 1887, Congress 
enacted legislation for the redemption of 
the trade dollar, unfortunately making it 
clear to exclude from redemption of any 
mutilated or defaced pieces. 


This eliminated the vast majority of coins 
for they were chop marked - or bore the 
marks of guarantee of the Chinese merchants 
and banks, attesting to their weight and 
value. 


Holders of these unredeemable coins suffer- 
ed great losses, for the only value of the 
pieces now was of their silver content. Sil- 
ver clogged the country and its price was 
low - for years, the trade dollar silver 
dollar value was below sixty-five cents

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TOKEN COLNAGE by Dwight A Safford 

The shortage of coin in the American Colonies 
prior to the Revoluticnary War, compelled the 
people to resort to a system of berter in their 
domestic trade, sided in part by the aco;tiom 
of animal hides, produce of the field, and the 
utility items, such as nails, bullets and So om 
as a medium of exchange. 

The extreme scariety of coin in tne states 
presented such a problem in the post Revolution 
ary War period that the Cofeceration of States 
permitted each state to issue its own coinage, 
subject to alloy and value regulation by the 
Congress, which law was never enforced. 

Various states in a rash of coin making, tried 
to outdo others in creating coins more of a 
distive design. Some issues of the specie did 
stand out from the others, due to their orig- 
inality, many others merely copied foreign or 
ancient coin in their design. 

Although economic conditions made it almost 
impossible to establish a mint for coinage by 
the Federal Government in tne early days of the 
Confederation, the low cost of co,per and the 
profit to be made from using it in coinage re- 
sulted in James Jarvis obtaining a contract fron 
the Government to strike copper,coins in the 
amount of 26 million pieces for tne Confederatic 
How ever less than 4UL,UUL of these coins were 
struck by Jarcis when he cefaulted on the contre 
Thse coins wre the Fugio cents, so called be- 
cause the word Fugio is on the reverse. 

Perhaps because of its close ties to England 
Connecticut and Vermont attempted to outdo each 
other in the attempt to produce the most cis- 
guised facsimile of Englands Brittania. Vermont 
also executing poor imitations of the King Goe's 
And Connecticut favoring the visges of . Roman 
Emporers.Vermont did also issue one original 
coin, a piow in a fieid with the sun rising 
in the background on the obverse, an all seeing 
eye in the center of the sun, surrounded by 
stars and reys, featured on the reverse.

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Massachusetts pictured the Indian, while New 
Hampshire selected tne Harp and Pine Tree. New 
York favored its Coat of Arms to distingish 
their issue. In mapy instances, without author- 
ity, to alleviate or to profit from, tue coin 
shortage, private companies or individuals, 
either minted or imported from abrosed, copper 
tokens as supplemental coinage. Even some of the 
English merchants, in a speculative venture sent 
unauthorized tokens to the United States. 

The Nova Constellatio, the Har Cent, Auctori 
Plebis token anc tue Washington pieces are some 
examples of English issues. [Tevices and legends 
on these tokens generally allude to American 
Patriotism in an effort to gain ready acceptance 
by the public in ther domestic trede. There was 
one coinage, executed in France, that was intend- 
ed for only one small area the community of 
Castorville, now Carthage, New York. Struck in 
gold, silver and copper, after the establishing 
of the U.S. Mint, that was out of the ordinary, 
the best known of tnese pieces is probably the 
"Castorland" half dollar. Picturing Liberty head 
with the inscription Franco-American Company, 
Castorland, 1792 on thereverse and a standing 
female figure holaing a cornicopia, next to a 
Maple Tree, from the tree sap is caught in a 
bucket at its base, are the main features on the 
reverse. One English manufactured token, often 
misteckingly attributed to Kentucky, because of 
the letter K in the toy of the pyramid featured 
in the coin design.Actually there is a signifi- 
cance to the letter K in this position, but far 
differant from that alluded to it. A pyramid is 
constructed from the base up. At tne base of this 
pyramid are the initials of the first five states 
to ratify the Constition, thus joining the United 
States. Deleware, first to join, occupied the 
left cornerstone, followed by cnc, éra, 4th and 
oth states to join.Connecticut, being 5th is in 
the right cornerstone. the next line up has the 
6th through tne 9th states to ratify. Mass, Mary- 
land, South Carolina, New Hampshire; following 
this pattern, the next line up has Virginia, New 
York and North Carolina as the 1Uth, llth con't

and 12th states. The léth and 14th states to 
join, Khoce Island and Vermont the next line, 
while Kentucky the 15th stete to enter the Union 
caps the pyramid, which represents tue solid 
formeticn of the United States. 

This review coula go on and on there are many 
intriguing and interesting examples of coin- 
age that was issued during the early days of our 
country. Why not investigate for your self this 
fascinating field of numismatics. DB hoes

The Gold Act of 1834, setting the legal ratio 
of siiver to gold at 16 °to 4 «was, perhaps the 
first step in the march away from the pattern 
of an exchange medium as formulated by the 
founding fathers of the United States. 


In effect, it was the adoption of a single 
standard, "GOLD", as the exchange media. This 
over-valuation of gold by the United States 
in relation to that of the European Nations 
gold standard resulted, as predicted, in the 
movement of silver out of the United States. 
Full weight United States silver coins soon 
disappeared from circulation and were being 
exported to Europe as two full weight U.S. 
half-dollars were now worth $1.03% cents in 
gold. This disappearance of full weight U.S. 
coines from circulation left only the badly 
worn silver coin of the United States and the 
minor coins of Spain for the domestic trade 
channels. This created such a problem that 
by 1849, the Spanish one-bit and half-bit 
silver pieces circulated at twelve and six 
cents repectively. Although they were heavily 
discounted as bullion by the United States 
Mint, in paying ten cents for the onebit and 
five cents for the half-bit pieces, many 

were so badly worn that the Mint lost money 
on their coinage into U. S. coins. 


In May 15 1849, Senator Dickinson of the 
Senate Finance Committee, introduced a bill 
to Congress for the Coinage of a silver three 
cent piece to weigh twelve and three eighths 
grains - in proportion to the other silver 
coin denominations but to be only seven 
hundred fifty in fineness, af Si2 iver. This 
coinage to be exchanged for the spanish and 
other foreign coins of silver, with a legal 
tender value limit of twenty cents. This 
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DEBASEMENT... 


bill failed to pass, but in Dif: fe A Pe Oe Fe a 
was introduced to reduce the postage rate 
from five cents to three cents, and to pro- 
vide for Dickinsin's Proposed three cent 
silver coin to be issued, with a legal ten- 
der limit of thirty cents. This bill passed 
and it seems as if the Original purpose 
of the-three cent silver coin was forgotten, 
however, the authorization of of the three 
cent silver coin was even more revolutionary 
when authorized than when first presented. 
For this was the first debasement of silver 
in a unit of value of the United States med- 
ium of exchange. 


The acceptance of the debased three cent 
coin by the public and the profit accruing 
to the Government made it Possible for the 
administration to follow to enact laws and 
to abandon the unit of value as formulated 
by the Mint Act of 1792. Today we have in 
the United States a fiat currency, so it 
is small wonder ‘that a multitude of the 
population has turned to the gold "coins" 
that are being offered as a hedge against 
the inflation that is Plaguing the nation.

A recent telephone conversation with Hans Lindemann, 
owner and operator of The Halls of Desert Glass, of 
1315 East 4th St. in National City,, brought to mind 
the many pleasant moments viewing the objects of 
Americana on view there. I recall in particular, the 
130 pieces of coin glass, perhaps one, if not the 
largest,collections of coinglass in existence. 


Collectors of Americana, glass and coinage are intrigued 
and enthralled by the beauty and workmanship of this 
crystal-clear glass, bearing frosty impressions of 
American coins. 


In anticipation of producing an outstanding exhibit 
of their products in glass, the Crystal Glass Co, of 
Wheeling West Virginia, created "coin glass" to dis- 
play at the Columbian Exposition at Chicago, I1l. 

in 1892. Senator Scott of West Virginia supposedly 
supplied the coins duplicated in glass, but the 
Senator should have been aware of the change in design 
planned for 1892 dime, quarter and half dollar. 

The coins imprinted in the glass are dated 1892, but 
are generally of the liberty seated type, which were 
only minted up to 1891. 


The Coin glass items were produced less than five 
months when a Treasury Department representative de- 
cided that this process of reproducing coins was an 
abrogation of the counterfeit laws. He proceeded to 
confiscate the molds and all the glass items on Public 
sale that could be located. As a result of this 
action, there is only a limited amount of the genuine 
glass in existence. However, there is a Canadian re- 
| production on which the coins are undated, and the 
glass has a dull greenish cast, rather than the 
crystal clearness of the true "coinglass". Unfortu- 
nately for local collectors, although Hans still 
has the coin glass collection, it is no longer on dia- 
play due to the tremendous number of other items of 
American history.

He could accept 


these coins, or risk receiving lead in a more 
unpleasant form. He usually chose to accept 
them, which would seem to constitute a limited 
degree of circulation. 


In those turbulent days I heard numerous ru- 
mors to the effect that there were pieces 
struck in gold, but I never saw one or talked 
to anyone who actually had seen one. Gold 
coins of this type, are, therefore, strictly 
hearsay but may well exist in small numbers 

as the bandits raided several gold mines a- 
long the border towns, including the American- 
owned mine at San Albineo, where they made off 
with some gold and everything else movable, 
including the lead pipe. Besides the statement 
of value, my coin also bears the words "Indios 
de A.C. Sandino." It is slightly learger 

than a quarter and twice as thick. The work- 
manship is crude and there is no milling. I 
do not know of anhone else who owns one of 
these pieces so even the lead coins may be 
classified as rare.
